Israel sources claim, the proposals 
were to be discussed with Patt. 

Export credits ore. in effect, un- 
limited in volume since they are ex- 
tended to firms on the basis of their 
declared exports. 

The bank argues that this cheap 
credit in virtually unlimited quan- 
tities Is preventing the Treasury 
from exercizing effective control of 
the money supply. Moreover, ex- 
ports account for only SO per cent of 
the gross national Product, while 
drawing so per cent of the total 
available credit. 

The Treasury supports the bank's 
demand to restrict the volume of 
export credits, but does not want to 
tamper with the Interest rates ex- 
cept in cases of excessive use. 

Pott said that if anyone In the 
government attempts to harm ex- 
ports. It will be necessary to look 
for not only a new trade minister 
but a new government. Patt dis- 
missed Gafny’s proposals as only 
a cover for the failure of the bank's 
policies.

Hurvitz: defence costs mist be cut

Israel's defence budget is too 
heavy a burden for tbe country to 
bear and the respite afforded by 
Iraq fighting Iron should be used to 
think of ways of ratting it.

Hurvitz added that he himself 
would not decide on cutting the 
budget but would merely present 
the cose for it. 

He said that unlike other finance 
ministers, he would not propose an 
"election year budget" He hopes to 
be finance minister during elec- 
tions, he said, but did not answer 
questions about whether he would 
resign.

Municipal employees union head 
Teddy Kaufman broadcast the 
directive to return to work after he 
had first called the three major 
banks at ft. SO a.m. to check if Oc- 
tober nalariee had been transferred 
into tbe workers' accounts. The call 
ended a strike by 10,000 city 
workers that began on Friday after 
their salaries were not paid on 
time. 

But, said sanitation union chief 
Yosef Ovadla, "the baok-to-work 
call came too late for garbagemen 
to start work." He promised, 
however, that Ms men would begin 
collecting garbage that has plied up 
since Die strike began. 

Lahav said yesterday that the 
sanitation workers could not get on 
the job because garbage trucks 
cannot work in mld-mornlng traf- 
fic. He said that sanitation crews 
usually begin work at 4.80 a.xn. 

Tel Aviv pavements remained 
clogged by overflowing cans - and 
plastic bags — filled with trash. 
Dlzengoff Street, usually the city’s 
most elegant thoroughfare, 
resembled a municipal dump as 
window-shoppers sidestepped the 
Uttar. And as cats battled over 
culinary pleasures, cafe customers 
were heard to complain about "gar- 
bagemen who are enjoying their 
holiday while we wallow In trash." 

There were still Instances yester- 
day of children being released early 
from nursery schools, as teachers’ 
aides first went to tbe bank to draw 
wages, leaving the kindergartens 
understaffed' and the teachers un- 
able to cope. 

Tbe end of the strike yesterday 
made good on Mayor Shlomo

tober salari es wou ld be availa ble on

Andrei Amalrik dies 
on way to European 
Security Conference 


MADRID. — Andrei Amalrik, one 
of the best-known Soviet human 
rights activists and dissident 
authors, was killed In an accident 
on & rainswept highway as he drove 
to Madrid to lobby at the European 
Security Conference. 

Tbe 43-year-old Amalrik died on 
the way to & hospital in Guadala- 
jara about 98 kilometres northeast 
of Madrid, after his car collided 
with a truck on Tuesday night. 

His wife Gyuzel and two founders 
of the Movement for Free Trade 
Unions In the Soviet Union, 
Vladimir Borisov and Viktor 
Feinberg, were passengers in the 
car but escaped Injury. They later 
continued on to Madrid. 

Borisov’s wife was killed in June 
In a car accident in Lithuania which 
Borisov said may have been the 
work of the KGB state security 
police. - 

But friends of Amalrik said they 
did not have suspicions about the 
circumstances of his death. 

Amalrik, who had been In 
Marseilles to meet with other dis- 
sidents. decided to cross the border 
Into Spain by car as a tourist, 
because the Spanish government 
had refused to issue Mm a visa un- 
less he applied personally at the 
Spanish embassy in Amsterdam, 
.Meanwhile,. Western 

governments yesterday warned 
Moscow that they Intended to keep 
up pressure on human rights and 
Soviet actions In Afghanistan at the 


controversial European Se cu r i ty 
Conference. 

Three NATO nations. Belgium. 
Canada and Holland, attacked 
Soviet policy as the 3ft- state con- 
ference started a week-long general 
debate and backstage negotiators 
sought to resolve a major East- 
West procedural dispute. 

Tbe conference, delayed by 12 
hours, opened with a brief 
ceremony at midnight on Tuesday 
and began discussing detente 
yesterday, without opposition from 
Soviet delegates. There had been 
some fears that the Soviet Union 
might raise procedural objections. 

The Western delegations have 
continuously sought "adequate" 
time to discuss alleged human 
rights violations in tbe Soviet bloc 
and the Soviet Incursion into 
Afghanistan. But the Soviet Union 
h*s sought tot tight’y restrict the 
time available for these points, and 
wants to deal with tbe Moscow 
proposal for a disarmament con- 
ference instead. 

The conference opening without a 
fixed agenda was a clear defeat for 
the UJS. and its main allies who had 
repeatedly said they wanted an 
agenda first. 

In an inaugural address to the 
meeting, Spanish Premier Adolfo 
Suarez urged squabbling delegates 
to settle their differences and keep 
the faltering conference olive. (AP, 
UP I, Reuter)

Polish poll: Only 3% 
would vote Communist 


PARIS. — The first Western-style 
public opinion poll in Poland, billed 
as the first non -official, objective 
poll made by a polling firm in any 
Communist country, said yesterday 
only 8 per cent of those Interviewed 
would vote for the Communist Par- 
ty if democratic elections were held 
now. 

Thirty-four per cent of the 520 
Poles interviewed by tbe French 
firm Public S.A. said they would 
vote for a Christian Democrat par- 
ty. which won the most votes. 
Twenty-seven per cent said they 
would cast ballots for a Socialist 
party wMle 29 per cent chose a 
liberal party and 4 per cent a farm 
party. 

The poll, published in Paris 
Hatch, said 89 per cent of the 
sampling believed the Russians 
could intervene In Poland now that 
Polish workers have won the right 
to independent unions. Of the 88 per 
cent, as per cent said a Soviet Inva- 
sion was “sure” while 42 per cent 
sold it was ''possible. 1 ' Tbe remain- 
ing 34 per cent said they did not 
think Russia would Invade. 

Purls Match said the eight Polish 
pollsters wore trained by Public 
&A. to be "coldly objective.” and 
“to avoid dissident circlet... not one 
of the Inquirers was a dissident 
(because) dissidents are strictly 
surveyed and also they would have 


Interviewed only their friends." 

The poll-takers had memorized 
their questions, and wrote the 
replies In small notebooks in code. 
Paris Match said the coded replies 
were then slipped out at Poland by 
frequent travellers from France. 

Meanwhile, leaders of Poland’s 
Independent trade union Solidarity 
said yesterday they will call for 
sympathy strikes by students un- 
less the government agrees to fresh 
discussions on pay elatms of 
teachers and hospital workers. 

Negotiations began yesterday 
between Deputy Health Minister 
Josef Grenda and repre se ntatives 
of 180 doctors and teachers aimed 
at ending their sit-in at tbe district 
government building in Gdansk. 

The sit-in, now in its sixth day, 
was begun in protest over low 
wages and the allegedly poor state 
of health care In Poland. 

Doctors are demanding not only 
more money but Increased 
government investment to provide 
more medicine and better 
hospitals. 

A spokeswoman for Solidarity 
said medical students in Poznan 
had now jobttd a strike In support 
of the Gdansk sit-in. Groups of 
medical students in Gdansk and 
Szczecin had previously declared 
their support far the protesters.

preciation for the enthusiasm with 
which residents there had greeted 
the peace process. He had himself 
witnessed this enthusiasm when he 
had visited Beersheba and Hqlfa. 
He sold he wanted Israelis there to 
learn more about Egypt and have 
easy access to visa sendees. 


When asked about residents of 
the central district, Sadat Said. 
"Our embassy there can help them 
see Egypt." 

Stressing his determination to 
forge ahead with tbe normalisation 
process, Sadat pledged that 
cooperation between the two coun- 
tries would be developed especially 
In trade and agriculture. 


But he cautioned that such 
cooperation should not be confined 
to the government level and that 
both peoples should take Initiatives 
in those directions. 

Sadat is secluding himself here In 

one of the retreats during which he 
usually makes startling policy 
decisions. He went on record as 
having made such decisions once 
every year since taking office late 
In 1970. 

In the interview yesterday, he 
said that the most Important deci- 
sion he had made this year was the 
establishment of what he termed 
"constitutional rule." but he left no 
doubt that he was embarking an yet 
another history-making step for 
1980. ?!

Begin set to meet Carter today, ; 
says that negotiations will go on

WASHINGTON. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday arrived 
In Washington for a meeting with 
President Jimmy Carter this mor- 
ning, declaring that they have "to 
decide about steps In the near 
future” for promoting the Arab- 
Israell peace process. 

Begin, who flew from New York 
to nearby Andrews Air Force Base 
In one of Carter's Air Farce planes, 
said upon his arrival that the 
negotiations "will go on." 

But he. did not go Into details In 
explaining what exactly be may 
have had In mind. His sides 
suggested that today's meeting 
with Carter at tbe White House 
would enable both men to review 
various options available for main- 
taining momentum in the 
negotiations d es pi te Carter’s defeat^ 
in last week’s presidential election 
to Republican Ronald Reagan. 

The premier, accompanied by Ms 
wife Alisa Begin and several of Ms 
aides, waa welcomed warmly at the 
air base by Secretary of State Ed- 
mund MuaJde, assistant secretary 
of state for Near Eastern and South 


Aslan affairs Harold Saunders and 
other U.S. officials. 

Under blustery skies and a chilly 
breeze, Muskle said that Begin’* 
viait was “as warm as the day is 
cold." 

Begin, who chuckled, said Ms 
talks with Carter, Muslde, special 
ambassador Sol Llnowltx, the con- 
gressional leadership and^ others 
would provide “a good opportunity 
to review the situation In the Middle 
East in the light of the latest evemts 
which took place In the region and 
the periphery.” 

Begin Is on a private visit, but 
Carter, In a gesture to Israel, has 
made available Blair House to the 
premier and Ms party ea well as the 
Air Force plane, which will later to- 
day take Begin to Detroit. 

Begin is scheduled to address 
some 3.000 national and looal 
Jewish leaders at the Council of 
Jewiah federation*’ “general 
assembly" in Detroit this evening. 

The prime minister, Ms sides dis- 
closed, wants to focus on the 
delicate matter of Soviet Jewish 
dropouts — those emigrants who 
decide not to live In Israel. 


After driving from Andrews AIN 
Force Base to Blair House, on

They said they would "rather die 
than return, to India empty- 
handed." 


The manager of the Ambassador 
Hotel on Tel Aviv’s Rehov 
H&yarkon, where the Indiana have 
been staying since their arrival in 
Israel at the beginning of Octobc, 
said be could not allow them to stay 
any longer without belngpaid. if tbe 
Indiana’ bOls, which have not been 
paid since October 38, are not paid 
today, they will be evicted, other 
hotel sources said. 


Probes into hospital deaths 
from ‘routine’ diabetes test

TEL AVIV. — Three separate in- 
vestigations are now being con- 
ducted into tbe sudden death on 
Tuesday morning of two patients 
undergoing a routine teat for 
diabetes at the Befllnaon Hospital. 
Tbe investigations are by Kupai 
Boilm, tbe Health Ministry, and the 
police. 

Yosef SMmelman, 47, of Kibbutz 
Kin Zurim, and Natan Starosta, 89. 
of Riahon Lesion, were given a stan- 
dard "sugar tolerance" teat. Tbe 
test takes three hours. The patient 
is given strong sugar solutions to 
drink, at quarter-hour intervals. 

Both patients collapsed after the 
first dose. They were rushed to the 
intensive care unit where both 
medication and electric shocks 
were administered, but they died 
before regaining conscious ness. 
Pr o fe sso r Ciro Servidto, medical 
director of the hospital, immediate- 
ly informed professor Haim Dpron, 
head of Kupat Ho Una. They decided 
to set up a committee of inquiry and 
to notify the police and the Ministry 


of Health, both of which have set up 
committees of their own. 

All three investigating teams 
took samples of the drink the two 
men had been given, and tbe per- 
sonnel in immediate attendance 
were questioned. 

They are now waiting for results 
of the autopsy on the bodies con- 
ducted by the Institute for Forensic 
Medicine in Abu Kahir. 


The Indiana claim that they each 
paid their agents, Rajiv and Ta- 
jinder Kumar.

The first group arrived at the 
beginning of October, and the VIP 
travel agency arranged meetings 
for them with Agriculture Ministry 
officials and tours around the coun- 
try.

Court rules 
doctors in 6 hospitals

The Jerusalem District Labour 
Court yesterday took action to stop 
doctors’ sanctions in the Dan 
Region, but at the same time doc- 
tors in Jerusalem's largest hospital 
decided to begin them. 

The court Issued an injunction 
against doctors in six hospitals In 
the Dan Region, calling on them to 
cease their sanctions and to get 
their Institutions hack to a regular 
working schedule, the Government 
Press Office announced yesterday. 
The court order took effect at mid- 
night last night. 

The six hospitals are: Melr (Kfar 
Saba), Kaplan (Rehovat), Beilin- 
son and Hasharon (Petah Tlkva), 
Kupat Holim (Afula) and Sheba 
(Tel Hashomer). 

But in Jerusalem, physicians of 
the Hadassah University Hospital, 
both in Etn Karem and on Mt. 
Scopus, began working to rule. 

The Israel Medical Association 
Informed the court that It had 
neither ordered the sanctions, nor 
organized them. 

The association was ordered to 
Inform' the doctors in the six 
hospitals of the Injunction and to 
declare that the IMA did not sup- 
port the sanctions. The IMA was 
ordered to take this action by today. 


Dr. Shxnuel Friedman, of the IMA 
Central Committee, aaid In Tel 
Aviv yesterday that a directive has 
clearly been Issued to stop' sanc- 
tions, “if any are in effect" 

After the Hadassah doctors had 
taken their decision, Civil Service 
Commissioner Eitan Jacobson met 
with 300 of them to try to persuade 
them to change their minds, but 
without success. 

Itim reporta that Jacobson told 


them that if the wage agreement 
with the doctors does not remain In 
effect, the consequences for the 
Israel economy will be 
catastrophic, involving an Inflation 
rate of 400 per cent. 

At Jerusalem's Shaare Zedek 
Hospital, the chairman of the doc- 
tors' works committee told The 
Jerusalem Post that Shaare 
Zedek's doctors are "working as 
usual." The hospital spokesman 
said that “no undue pressure" has 
been felt with regard- to either ad- 
mission or discharge of patients. 

In his statement, the IMA's Dr. 
Friedman said that to the best of his 
knowledge, the overcrowding In the 
hospitals (in some of which oc- 
cupancies are above 110 per cent) 
was due not to sanctions, but to the 
■ doctors blindly following a direc- 
tive issued several weeks ago by 
Professor Baruch Modan, director- 
general of the Health Ministry. 

Dr. Modan had ordered the 
hospitals to accept all patients if 
there was any suspicion that they 
needed hospitalization, he said. 

As for the main issue, the 
physicians' wage demands. Dr. 
Friedman said that the IMA Ex- 
ecutive Committee would meet 
sometime next week to discuss how 
to force the employers to grant the 
doctors a wage hike. 

(In his meeting with the 
Hadassah doctors, the civil service 
commissioner pointed out to them 
that the physicians' average salary 
is about 1310,500, the highest In the 
country. He added that xhore than 
58 per cent of doctors earn more 
than 187,500. This sum is con- 
siderably higher than average 
salary for all wage earners, he 
said.) 


El Al’s recovery plan 
goes to gov’t tomorrow

Eloquent voice of dissent

Andrei Am&lrik, the exiled Soviet 
author killed In an auto accident in 
Spain while attending the European 
Security Conference, was one of the 
most articulate and Impressive 
critics of the Soviet regime. 

The 42- year-old playwright and 
historian was married to Gyuzel, a 
noted painter. They had no 
children. 

Perhaps Ids best-known book in 
the West was Will the Soviet Union 
Survive until 2984? which was 
smuggled to the West by a Dutch 
correspondent In 1970. It predicted 
a war between the Soviet Union and 
China that would lead to the 
collapse of the Soviet regime. 

During a news conference at the 
UN in December 1976, Am&lrik 
acknowledged that he had un- 
derestimated the Soviet 
leadership's flexibility and 
overestimated China’s ability to 
build a modern army. ' 

His first clash with Soviet law 
was In 1985 when authorities seised 
six plays they characterized as 
''pornographic and anti-Soviet." He 
was sent to Siberia for a year before 
the charges were annulled. 

His experience in the prison 
camp provided the basis for Ids 
first book, Involuntary Journey to 
Siberia which earned Mm a name in 
the West and contributed to his be- 
ing sentenced to a three-year tenjn 
that began In 1970. He told the court 
Ms trial was a "medieval witch 


h unt -** 

“If the medieval struggle with 
heretical Ideas can be partially ax- 
plained by religious fanaticism," 
he declared In 1970, “then 
everything happening now (in the 
Soviet Union) can only be explained 
by the cowardice of a regime which 
sees danger in the spreading of any 
, though ts, any ideas alien to th e top 
i bureaucracy ... ' 

"I understand that such trials are. 
? calculated to frighten many, and 
many will be frightened all the 


same. But X think the process of 
ideological emancipation which has 
begun is irreversible." 

He was sentenced in 1970 to three 
years in a strict regime labour 
camp and sentenced to a further 
three years at the end of Ms term. 
The sentence was commuted to 
Internal exile after a campaign 
abroad. 


Am&lrik agreed to emigrate to 
Israel from Soviet Russia In April, 
1976, after having been ha rass ed by 
police when he returned to Moscow 
from the exile. The aim of the 
authorities was to make him leave 
the Soviet Union and deprive Mm of 
Soviet citizenship and the right to 
return there. 


He emigrated to the West In July 
1976, and later lectured In the 
U.S. at Columbia, Yale, Harvard 
and other universities. Am a Irik 
later got a teaching position In a 
Dutch University.

New protests feared over 
Greiver villa demolition

TEL AVIV. — With. the deadline to 
demolish the Greiver villa' in 
Gedera just 10 days away, police 
have mounted an Intensive cam- 
paign to dissuade the town's 
residents from Interfering when the 
bulldozer* arrive. 

Court officers on November 8 
ordered Gad Greiver to demolish, 
by November 28; the bouse he il- 
legally built on state land five year* 
ago. Since 1975, the villa has stood 
in violation of a court order Issued 
shortly before its construction was 
completed. An attempt last October 
to demolish the structure was un- 
successful when Gedera residents 
massed at the vUla threatened to lie 
down in front of the bulldozer. 

In an effort to avoid repetition of 
last year’s Incident, police yester- 
day drove through the town check- 
ing out routes to the Greiver home. 
Officers also talked to possible 
troublemakers, residents reported. 

A news conference has been call- 
' ed for tom orr o w by the "Public 
domxnlttee to prevent the demoli- 
tion of the Greiver home" to discuss 
a "mass operation to prevent the 
I destruction.” 

A Knesset committee set up two 
weeks ago to discuss the affair has 
not yet reached any decision on the 


matter. Committee member MK 
Dov Shllansky (Herat) said yester- 
' day that deliberations had been 
stalled by "infighting" to- deter- 
mine Its chairman. MK Shlomo 
Hlllel was chosen In the end, but he 
Is now In Madrid. Therefore, the 
committee will not meet until he 
returns on Wednesday, only three 
days before the demolition! 
deadline. 

The controversy over the destruc- ] 
tion of the villa reached a peak last ' 
month when MK Yoeai Sarid charg- 
ed that Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon had prevented the demoli- 
tion. Sharon denied the allegations. 
Greiver, a right-wing nationalist 
■aid left-wing elements were, out to 
destroy Sharon rather than the 
villa.

Security prisoner freed on 104th day

After 104 days In the Ramallah 
prison where he was being "held for 
questioning," Salah Abdul-Jawad 
Saleh was released on Monday Hit« 
week without any charges being 
brought against him. 

Saleh, a 29-year-old resident of 
El-Bira, was originally detained on 
July 29 on suspicion of membership 
In an illegal organization. During 
various appearances before the 
Ramallah Military Court where the 
periods of arrest were extended, 
police prosecutors presented the 
court with secret information wMch 
was said to Implicate Saleh in very 
serious but unspecified crimes. 
Last week Saleh's lawyer, 


Mohammed Namne, charged that 
the General Security Service was in 
effect using the prolonged period of 
arrest as a w"* of pressure dur- 
ing its Investigation. He added that 
the military government was In- 
terested In forcing Saleh to leave 
the West Bank, since it regarded 
the entire family as dangerous and 
subversive. , 

His father, Abdul-Jawad Baleh, 
was a former mayor of El-Bira who 
was expelled in 1978 and became , 
active in Nayef Hawatmeh’e 
Popular Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (FDFLP). 
Other members of the family have 
also had run-ins with the 
authorities, and the eldest son was 
killed during a clash with 


Phalangists in Lebanon. 

Saleh’s prolonged detention was 
reported In The Jerusalem Post last 
week. State Attorney Gabriel Bach 
said at the time that a decision on 
whether or not to prosecute Saleh 
was imminent and confirmed that 
the use of detention as a means of 

pressure during an investigation 
was Illegal. 


Nevertheless, Saleh, was released 
at 5 p.m. on the last day of the last 
extension granted by the court.

Peuersteln. 

The plan is now being im- 
plemented In all Venezuelan mater- . 
zdty wards. Doctors ud nurses ere* 
being Instructed how to teach 
mothers to develop their infants' 
minds — what games to play with 
them, what things to teach them 
and how to teach them. 

Vaaeznalan television, starting 
January, will begin broadcasting 
short instructional programmes — . 
some only 80 seconds tong — telling 
parents what to do with their 
children in order to raise their IQs.

Physics research in Israel haa 
dec lined in the past few yean 
mainly as a result of university 
budget cuts, according to a just- 
completed report about ths coun- 
try's needs in basic physics 

research. 


The report, prepared under the 
Israel At 


aegis of the Israel Academy of 
Science'll Committee tor Projecting 
the State’s Needs In Basic 
Research, is the first of its kind. Xa 
coming years the committee will 
submit reports on Israel’s needs in 
mathematics, Jewish studies, 
social sciences, chemistry and 

behavioural sciences. 

The report was prepared by a 
subcommittee on physics beaded 
by Hebrew University physicist 
Prof. Solly Cohen, It is designed to 
review the current state of physics 
research In Israel, to assess its past 
accomplishment* and to Indicate 
its dtinaumes. 

The report, which was submitted 


yesterday to Education Minister 
Zevulun 


Hammer, describes 
"Israel's achievements in basic 
physics research (as) impressive.” 

But It warns that further decline 
In physics research must be 
averted and that new funds for 
research must be found. It also 
urgss that care be taken by the 
government and the universities to 
Induce brilliant students to 
specialise In physics. 

The committee urged* the 
strengthening of plasma phyrtes In 
specific in view of "Its Importance 
when applied to the solution of the 
world's energy problems." 

The report also urged that quan- 
tum electronics and laser research 
be encouraged, and that astronomy 
and astrophysics be invested in 
"modestly."

Rabin campaigns in Haifa, 
says he’s the ‘people’s choice’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Former prime minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said yesterday he la 
sure of being elected Labour Party 
chief. If the leaders of unions and 
other labour organisations are 
allowed to speak their minds freely. 


He was speaking at a press con- 
ference called during a short cam- 
paign awing through this city which 
is a Labour stronghold. 

Rabin ones again claimed he Is 
the "people's choice” to top the 
Labour Party list 

The press conference was told 
that the Rabin staff had taken a 
random poll of voters' preferences 
In a "typical Haifa bluc-eollar 
neighbourhood, like others have 
done in Hoion, Jerusalem and other 
olties. More than u per cent of all 
those we talked to said they would 
vote for Rabin as prime minister." 

Asked about the recent trip of 
Shimon Peres, Abba Eban and 
Halm Bar-Lev to Egypt, Rabin said 
he deplored the fact that the Labour 


Party had not yet adopted the 
procedure of bolding a meeting of 
top party leaders before such trips. 

Concerning Preaident Anwar 
Sadat, Rabin aaid that the Egyptian 
leader wanted to retrieve his posi- 
tion as leader of the Arab world. 
"Everything he does Is aimed at 
fulfilling this purpose," Rabin said. 

Referring to the forthcoming 
change In the U.S. presidency, 
Rabin said that "the Republicans 
have a somewhat cleaner record as 
far as Israel Is concerned. For 
four of my five years of am- 
bassadorial service in Washington, 
a Republican was president, first 
Nixon and then Ford. During their 
incumbency, Israel negotiated an 
agreement for the supply of two 
nuclear power generators. The 
Carter administration, however, in- 
troduced new requirements with 
such a high political price that we 
could not agree," he explained. As 
a result, the use of miolear power to 
generate electricity wiil be delayed 
by least four years, he said.

TEHERAN l Reuter). - Algerian 
officials yesterday handed the Ira- 
nian Government the U.S. reply to 
the terms set by the Iranian Majlis 
i parliament! for release of the 52 
American hostages, a government 
spokesman said. 

The reply was given to Executive 
Affairs Minister Behzad Nabavi py 
the Algerian ambassadors to 
Teheran and Washington, both of 
whom have just arrived In the Ira- 
nian capital, a spokesman for 
Nabavi’s office said. 

The spokesman said that the con- 
tents of what Is believed to be a 
detailed reply to the four conditions 
approved by the Majlis would be 
revealed today or the day after. 

Algiers has represented Iranian 
interests In the U.S. since the 
breaking of ties between 
Washington and Teheran earlier 
this year. 

The Algerian ambassador here, 
Abdelkarim Gheraleb, flew to 
Algiers two days ago to collect the 
American reply handed over there 
by U.S. Deputy Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher. Christopher 
and the delegation that accom- 


panied him returned to Wa shin gton 
yesterday. 

Nabavi has been appointed by the 
Iranian government to head a 
group which will monitor U.S. fulfil- 
ment of the conditions, and free the 
hostages — held in Iran for over a 

year if and when the terms are 

met. - 

The conditions set by the Majlis 
10 days ago are that the U.S. should 
promise not to Interfere In Iranian 
affairs, should release frozen Ira- 
nian Assets, cancel financial claims 
arising from the hostage-taking, 
and return the wealth of the late 
shah. 

American officials have In- 
dicated- that the conditions about 
the claims and the shah's wealth 
could cause legal problems. 

The American document is ex- 
pected to say that fulfilment of 
these conditions as set out by Iran 
would require the U.S. president to 
exceed his constitutional powers by 
intervening In matters depending 
on the courts.

Sweden’s Palme sets out on 
UN peace mission in Gulf 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). — Swedish 
.Social Democrat opposition leader 
.Olof Palme, named on Tuesday 
night as special UN emissary to 
.Iran and Iraq, said yesterday he 
had no hopes of bringing a quick 
end to the Persian Gulf conflict. 

"I am not a mediator. I am not a 
negotiator. My mission Is to In- 
vestigate the possibilities for 
peace.” Palme told a press con- 
ference. 

. "I cannot say I have great expec- 
. tatlons. It would be wrong to have 
‘them. But this is an Important step 
In the process which must lead to 
peace. I am glad that' both parties 
have shown a positive interest In 
the efforts of the United Nations 
. said in my engagement in the 
problem." 

The 53-year-old former prime 
minister said he would go to Madrid 
today for a Socialist International 
meeting, to New York tomorrow to 
meet U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
.Waldheim, and then either to 
Teheran or Baghdad via Geneva. 

Asked If he saw himself shuttling 
between the two capitals. Palme 
said: “I shall make first contact 
and then we shall see what 
happens." 

Palme visited Teheran in May 
with Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky as part of a Socialist Inter- 
national delegation to examine the 
American hostage Issue. He has 
. never visited Iraq, but said he had a 
long-standing Invitation to go there.

Seoul bans 811 from politics 


SEOUL (UPI), — The South 
Korean Government yesterday 
banned 811 persons. Including most 
well-known political figures, from 
politics for the next eight years. 

The blacklist included the three 
"Kims" who were presidential con- 
tenders earlier this year — Kim 
Jong Pil, president of the former 
ruling Democratic Republican Par- 
ty, Kim Young Sam, head of the 
■former major opposition New 
Democratic Party, and Kim Dae 
Jong, who was sentenced to death 
by a military court on sedition and 
other charges. 

The list, released by the 
government-appointed Political 
Purification Committee, included 
310 members of the recently dis- 
banded National Assembly, 354 


members of former political par- 
ties and S47 people the government 
said were responsible for political 
agitation, social confusion and cor- 
ruption. 

Fanner lawmakers blacklisted 
included 88 Democratic 
Republicans, 80 New Democrats, 
and 75 of a group called Yujong-Hoe 
(Fraternity for Reform) who were 
supporters of the late president 
Park Chung Hee. 

The committee said that another 
list will be released by Saturday but 
only a few names were expected to 
be added.. 

Blacklisted persons will be bann- 
ed from politics until the end of 
June. 1988. They can neither be 
members of parties nor run in elec- 
tions. 


Home-made bombs rock 2 Athens stores

Of approximately 8 million black 
children of school age, about 4 
million presently attend 12,000 
black-only schools In South Africa. 
Of these, more than half usually 
leave after four years of primary 
schooling — around the ages, of 9 or 
10, according to Jock Omoad, a 
white South African education 
authority.

PESHAWAR, Pakistan (Reuter). 
— The military authorities in 
Pakistan's turbulent Northwest 
Frontier Province yesterday con- 
fiscated Iranian magazines and 
pamphlets, one of which apparently 
urged revolt against the Pakistani 
government. 

One of the magazines was 
published In Iran's holy city of 
Qom, the base of religious leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, and 
people who read It said it urged the 
overthrow of Pakistan's military 
ruler, General Zla ul-Haq. 

A statement by the authorities 
said the magazines and pamphlets 
were seized and banned from cir- 
culation because they contained 
scurrilous and defamatory matter 
which was objectionable to the' 
Pakistani government and harmful 
to its relations with Iran. 

Earlier ‘this week military 
authorities in Baluchistan, the 
Pakistani province bordering Iran, 
confiscated a large collection of 
anti -Khomeini posters. Similar 
posters were also seized yesterday 
by the Northwest FVontler Province 
government 

Local authorities In the 
Northwest Frontier Province axe 
.particularly sensitive to anti- 
government feeling because of the 
presence of nearly one million 
refugees from neighbouring 
Afghanistan, and Soviet troops jilst 
over the border. 


PEKING (Reuter). — Chinese and 
Vietnamese troops have fought an, 
artillery duel on their common 
border,- and there were “serious 
casualties and damage to property, 
both among army personnel and 
civilians on our ride,” an official 
Peking press report said yesterday. 

The New China News Agency

WHAT IS INVOLVED Is checking 
the blood vessels for possible 
obstruction* by means of various 
electronic devices that probe Uhl 
blood flow ln*much the same way 
that an electrocardiograph checks 
the functioning of the heart, and the 
sphygmomanometer checks the 
blood press ure . 

A* many as seven different non- 
Invasive tests are possible, each 
checking a different aspect of the 
‘patient'* vascular system. Prof. 
Romanoff told The Jerusalem Poet 

These tests can Identity obstruc- 
tions hi the Mood vessels, and tell 
the vascular surgeon not only 
whether the patient most probably 
needs to have leg veins stripped or 
a clot removed, but also almost ex- 
actly where the surgery has to be 
performed. The tests may fas 


repeated tm often as necessary tn 
order to check whether the disease 
Is progressing or receding, or how 
beneficial surgery or cthes treat- 
ment has been. 

(Only after a non-tnvjudve check 
indicates that a pain In the leg or 
back, or a dlxty spell, is probably 
due to a disturbance In the 
bloodstream or some vascular 
dysfunction, is the patient sub- 
mitted to invasive angiography. 
(This Is still necessary in order to 
obtain an accurate anatomic pic- 
ture so that the prope r vascular 
surgery can be planned.) 

Dr. Abramuwlt* told The Poet 
that non-invaslvo checks tor deep 
venous thrombosis have proven M 
to 07 per cent aocurate. More 
recently, peripheral arterial testing 
has also proven more than 90 per 
cent accurate (nearly as accurate 
as the traditional Invasive checks 
applied by highly trained vascular 
surgeons). 

Most Important here, however, Is 
the fact that the modem vascular 
laboratory alio Indicates to the sur- 
geon the relative Importance of 
each of a series of poralble blocks 
along the same arterial tree. Know- 
ing where the focus of the trouble is, 
he can Immediately begin to treat It

ABOUT THE area of elm arteries 
feeding Mood to the brain less Is es- 
tablished.

Bath Prof.’ Romanoff and Dr. 
Abramovitz said that a 
preliminary check by the family 
doctor for stroke should be as 
routine as the blood-pressure and 
pulse check. Any doctor who 
applies a common stethoscope to 
one of the carotid arteries and 
listens to certain uncommon 
“noises." can tell whether the 
patient should be referred to a 
vascular laboratory for more in- 
tricate non-lnvaslve examination of 
the neck arteries carrylngthe blood 
from the aorta to the brain.

THE ENTIRE FIELD of non- 
lnvaslve vascular examination. 
Prof. Romanoff noted, is really no 
more Chan about five years old. A 
few laboratories were opened in the 
late lMQs and a few more In the ear- 
ly '70 a. Then the field began to ex- 
pand, and today there ore more 
than 800 "more or less well 
equipped" laboratories ln the U.S. 

Both the Hadassah and the 
Shaare Zedek laboratories are very 
well equipped, having, among 
other devices, strain-gauge 
pi ethys mo graphs and directional 
Doppler ultrasound equipment. 
Shaare Zedek also has a 
Photoplethysmograph. which has 
been shown to give as clear a pic- 
ture of trouble In the veins as the 
"quite unpleasant" Invasive 
methods (measuring the pressure 
in the veins by Inserting needles 
Into them, for example). 

Dr. Abraraowitz said that all the 
equipment tn his laboratory cost no 
more than about *10.000. 

Several of the devices in the 
Hadassah laboratory are com- 
binations of or variations on 
foreign- manufactured machines, 
conceived by Prof. Romanoff and 
Dr. Beer and Implemented by 
Hadassah's own medical engineers 
and electronics experts. In one in- 
stance, Prof. Romanoff said, “We 
worked out a system that la more 
reliable than the one that is com- 
mercially available."

A NEW chamber music group, the 
Tel Aviv Trio, made its Jerusalem 
debut with a mixed programme: a 
not very Inventive, Uttle known 
work by Faure; the better known 
Shostakovich Trio (because of its 
obvious "Jewish" references; and 
finally, the Brahms Clarinet 
belonging to the standard reper- 
toire of established ensembles, 
dear to chamber music con- 
noisseurs. 

We listened to the trio on the air, 
ln a well-balanced but very unclear 
broadcast. (Can't Kol Israel do 
something about this technical 
fault?) This new team seems to 
possess the potential to become one 
of the foremost ensembles ln Israel. 
Each of the three young musicians 


has considerable experience in his, 
or her, field. In temperament, they 
seemed suited to each other, with 
the pianist clearly the leader of the 
team. Technical ability to cope with 
any demanding part was easily 
demonstrated in the performances. 

The Faure piece is so Irritatingly 
empty and noisy that it seems a 
waste of time and effort to study 
such a work for performance. The 
Shostakovich Trio, one of the com- 
poser's most moving compositions, 
succeeded best of all. Written In 
1944, It reflects the historical events 
of the day and la one of the com- 
poser's weightier pieces at music. 
For us, of course, the slow move- 
ment and the finale are specially In- 
teresting, aa they are replete with 
Jewish connotations. The three ar- 
tists felt the commitment of the 
writing and Interpreted according- 
ly. For. the Brahms, everyone 
seemed too Inhibited to let go; 
everything waa too slow and 
somewhat dry and failed to lift the 
music off the ground. Ell Eban is a 
very good player but too restrained 
to contribute much (Merest to the. 
proceedings.

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Wages rose faster than productivity

TKL AVIV. - Although productivi- 
ty has not increased, but even fell In 
the three-year 1977-1979 period, 
"rent' - wages have gone up con- 
siderably. according to a survey 
published yesterday by the Produc- 
tivity Institute. 

In these three years productivity 
fell by 0.1 per cent a year, while 
average “real 1 * wages have gone up 
by 5.8 per cent a year. 

However, long-range figures, 
from 1970 through 1979, which give a 
much better picture, show that in 
three branches -of industry, food, 
textiles and clothing, pay did not 
keep up with productivity, low as it 
was. In other branches, such as 
electricity, electronics, and 
vehicles, wages rose faster than 
productivity. 

The institute gives two main 


reasons for the slow-down in 
productivity during the past few 
years. First, the economic policy of 
the authorities, which was aimed at 
reducing local consumption, and the 
failure to Invest In the means of 
production. If real Investments In 
the means of production were about 
50 per cent during the first half of 
the last decade, they dropped to 
about 10 per cent in the last half.* 

In the. 1975-1979 period, some 150,- 
000 persons joined the labour force, 
and of these, about half went to the 
services, and not to productive 
work. 


The average education of 
employees Is rising. While In 1979 
only 53 per cent of all employees 
had finished high school or gone to 
university, in 1979 the percentage 
hod increased to 67 per cent. 

More and more women ore join- 
ing the labour force. Of the 280,000 


people who joined since 1979, some 
57 per cent wore women. The survey 
by the Productivity Institute points 
out that this trend should be careful- 
ly considered and adequate provi- 
sion to provide proper work places 
for those women should be made. 

Another interesting trend, 
together with that of more women 
joining the'labour force. Is the In- 
crease of part-time workers, who 
Are generally women. While In 1976 
only 17 per cent of all employed 
wore part-time workers, by 1979 this . 
figure had climbed to 23 per cent 

The average monthly wage in 1979 
was ILtl2,600. Industrial workers 
made an average of 113.3,000, that 
is, above the national average, 
while those providing services 
made only IL8.100 a month. The 
highest wages went to those 
employed In the fields of electricity 
and water. They made X££2,300 a 
month. 


Iraq resents foreign firms 
which leave because of war

BAGHDAD (Reuter). — Iraq an-' 
nounced yesterday it had prepared 
new rules for dealing with foreign 
companies and indicated It might 
take action against those which had 
abandoned projects in the country 
because of the war with Iran. 

First Deputy Premier Taha 
Yassin Ramadan said in a state- 
ment published in the official press 
that the new regulations would con- 
cern “foreign companies working 
In Iraq that have reduced their ac- 
tivities or violated their contracts 
by exploiting the state of war.” - . 

Iraqi sources said the Ministry of 
Planning had set up two com- 
missions, one to examine the posi- 
tion of firms whose projects had 
been halted by the exodus of' 
thousands, of foreign experts at the 
outbreak of the war on September 


The tinsmith from Gaza; 
pioneer among his people

D uring World War II young Abdul 
Rahman Darabiah was a tinsmith 
apprentice with the British forces 
in the Middle East. Today Haj Ab- 
dul Rahman is the proud owner of 
the only Arab factory for kitchen 
aluminium utensils In the Gasa 
Strip and the West Bank. He Is alio 
the pioneer among Gaia’s hundreds 
of manufacturers, who broke the 
"psychological barrier" and set up 
shop in the Erez Industrial Park. 
The park was established by the 
military government ten years ago 
at the very spot where the border 
check post had been until 1967. 

A visit to the Gaza Domestic 
Products Company, makers of Red 
Lion cooking and baking utensils. Is 
an encouraging experience. Back 
at the beginning of the 1960s; Haj 
Abdul Rahman tells us in hla 
modest office at Erez, "I opened a 
small workshop In Gaza where, 
with four workers and the use of 
primitive tools, I' produced 
aluminium pots and kettles. Later I 
engaged two Egyptian foremen 
who taught my sons Nabll and 
Samir how to make Oriental copper 
souvenirs for tourists." 

When the military government 
opened the Eras industrial zone, 
only Jewish entrepreneurs were 
ready to move in and benefit from 
the generous rental terms. Many 
reasons prevented Gaza 
businessmen from taking advan- 
tage of the attractive facfiltlei and 
easy loans, The area was 8 km from 
town, but above all, there was the 
political aspect, the fear of being 
branded a "collaborator," and its 
possibly serious oonsequenoee. 

It was not until 1978 that the Gaza 
department of trade and industry 
succeeded In convlnolng Abdul 
Rahman to move his workshop to 
Eras. At first he was given a two- 
dunam plot, along with arXLSOO.OOQ 
long-term unlinked loan. A year 
later he took up another five 
dunams, and was granted a XLBOO,- 
000 loan, this time linked. Hardly a 
year after him another Gaia 
businessman, Shukry Haabem Dar- 
danjl, was given a five-dunam plot. 
to build a cattle fodder plant. 


Abdul Rahman Darabiah had Ms 
great day In September 1978, when, 
in. the presence of the Military 
Governor, his enlarged plant was 
inaugurated, the first good-sized in- 
dustrial establishment at the Eras 
park belonging to a citizen of Gasa. 
The plant had a built-up area of 


1,085 square metres. 

Within a short time production 
rose from a small number of Items 
to scores of articles, culminating in 
the manufacture of two eleotrlc 
utensils, a grill and an oven for 
home-baked pittas. 

Allah blessed Abdul Rahman's in- 
itiative. Sales mounted, with orders 
coming In not only from the Gaza 
Strip and the West Bank, but also 
from Israeli merchants. In 1979 the 
firm embarked on a second enlarge- 
ment, adding 2,000 square metres of 
floor space for the production of 
stainless steel parts for washing 
machines and refrigerators, and 
tor Oriental copper work. 

After repaying all loans long 
before they were due, Abdul 
. Rahman's family invested over 
XLlOm. in their new project, yet 
they are still, short IS20m. to com- 
plete the building and Install new 
equipment. 

The Gasa firm often exchangee 
experience with its “big brother" 
Palalum, Israel's main producer of 
aluminium utensils, located in Bat 
Yam. "If one of us is abort of a cer- 
tain raw material, he can be sure 
that the other Is ready to help him 
out," Abdul Rahman said with 
pride . 

As the Ann's reputation grew, 
businessmen from Egypt and even 
from Afriaan countries, began to 
call. Abdul Rahman thinks that he 
could Import raw materials direct-. 
Iy from Japan through Bilaf d5d~e* ; 
port his goods through that port to 
Egypt and to Afriaan countries, 
where no such similar Industries 
exist. 

"My problem," .he says, "is not 
one of competition from Israeli 
manufacturers, -but from the sole 
licensed Israeli importer of the raw 
materials." 

Now, in the middle of the invest- 
ment programme of the factory’s 
second stage, the Gasa Domestic 



Products Company Is hit by the 
financial crisis in the country, 
marked by the double phenomenon 
of sky-rocketing prices of raw 
materials and the sudden stoppage 
of government loans. 

"I have no illusions and 1 know 
that this catastrophe is one which 
hits Israeli and Arab industrialists 
alike." Abdul Rahman says. The 
owners of several Jewish firms 
recently approached him to sell 
their machinery — a clear sign that 
they have come to the end of the 
road. 

But the Gaza pioneer manufac- 
turer is convinced that an exception 
to the general financial freeze 
should be mode In Ms esse. "We are 
here only two Gasa industrialists. 
-The moneys we need to complete 
our development projects are trifl- 
ing by Israeli standards. If only the 
government would help me with the 
XL8m. needed for my German 
polishing machine, XaeouUL 
guarantee exports of *60,000 a'jrvur 
to Africa and Egypt," he says. 

In his viewpoint Abdul Rahman 
Darabiah is supported by Rajab 
Saraj, director of the industry 
department of the military govern- 
ment. Says Saraj: "Gaza’s in- 
dustry, although embracing over 
600 production units, almost half of 
them with over five workers, is still 


stand on its own feet This should be 
done through long-term loans at low 
interest. Without this, all the 
progress already achieved may be 
doomed."' 

Abdul Rahman added: "I came 
here risking my life and that of my 
family every single day, to make a 
show of cooperation between Israeli 
and Arab industrialists. I wonted to 
show the world that an Arab can 
cooperate with hla neighbouring 
Jewish industrialists. I want Israel 
to be proud to export Made in Gaza 
products to Europe, to Egypt and to 
Africa. With only a little help, the 
chances of achieving this are ex 
cellent."

"Bus once the Egyptians come, 
they win certainly spend a lot of 


money here on night clubs, clothes 
and souvenirs." said Balama 
Gouda. And the travel agents prov- 
ed Ms point themselves by spending 
lavishly In all the stores they visited 
and staying up to the small hours in 
the night club* of Tel Aviv. 

M&hda Abou ftbahba, vise pnst- 
dont of Em *co Travel, the Egyptian 
0m which organized the tour with 
V.I.P. Travel of Tel Aviv, said: *T 
don't think Egyptians will be very 
interested In all the historical 
places. They will visit the rottgtoua 
sites, but they will mainly want to 
see modem Israel." 

Nevertheless, the consensus 
among the group was that 
Jerusalem would be the most pop- 
ular place, and Haml Bad el Din. 
who organised the visit far Kmeeo, 
■aid that, as a result of the tour, 
they Intended to offer an extra 
package for Egyptians, which 
would be exclusively ln Jerusalem. 

The Egyptians also thought that 


about two-thirds of the tourists 
would come to Israel by land, and 
the remainder by air. Three-star 

hotels were expected to be the most 

popular form of accommodation. 
Kami Sad el Dto saM : “We expect a 
good crow-seetion of Egyptian# to 
come, Including study groups and 
businessmen. Perhaps the only 
group which probably won't come 
are students — far political reasons 
and because they need to work to 
their vacations,” 

The visitors also had thetr eyes on 
the possibility of tourists from third 
countries malting joint trips to 
Egypt and Israel. Among the 
several representatives of foreign 
airlines to the group wss Edmond 
George, the area manager tor the 
Middle East and North Africa far 
Japan Air Lines. George, a Copt, 
was born in Jerusalem, and lived 
near Herod's Gate until 1M, when 
he left for Egypt at the age of to. 
This was the first time he had 
returned to the city. He aaid that hit 
company WU considering offering 
the Japanese touts to Western 
Europe or North America via Israel 
and Egypt. “We think that the 
number of Japanese tourists com- 
ing to Israel each year will double, 
to about 60 , 000 ,” he said.

Financials firm in mixed market

TEL AVIV. - Isolated proflfrUktag 

was enough yesterday to turn the 
market mixed to most areas of 
trading. A conspicuous exception 
was the financial group, where ad- 
vances predominated. Trading was 
very active and exceeded the 
18209m. mark. 


The Index-linked bond market 
also reflected selling, as the tenden- 
cy tor tower prices was to evidence 
among the 80 per cent linked and 
the 3 per cent fully ttnksd bonds. 
The prtcea of bonds had ap r 
predated sharply since the begin- 
ning of this month, and some cor 
rection was well overdue. In fact, 
more than a few of the bonds wen 


trading with a negative yield. 

The shekel continued to be 
devalued and yestenlay lost one 
new agora against the dollar. 
However, ft did gain against sterl- 
ing and the Deutsche majk. 

Leumt wss active and rose by 19 
points, to 1.047. XDB and HapoaUm 
were both the beneficiaries of 20- 
polnt gains. The Hapoalim 
preferred soared by X56 paints, for a 
gain of nearly 8 per cent. Danot 1.0 
fell by 7J per cent. 

Mortgage bank stocks were 
moderately higher. 

Insurance issues were mixed 
with an upward tendency. Ararat 
0.5 spurted ahead by U per cent, 
while the 0.1 shares were 5 per cent 
higher. 


Land development and real es* 
tate equities were ln good farm. 
Israel Land Development an- 
nounced a rights issue and did not 
trade. Rumours circulating about 
Caesarea and some Impending 
major real estate deals helped the 
stock to move IV points higher. The 
Rasaco shares zoomed by 14 per 
cent, while lopro was climbing by 
5.8 per cent. 

Industrials were mixed but also 
had some good movers. Urdan 1/2 
dividend added 10 per cent, while 
Eko 0.1 was "buyers only.” Teva 
(R1 gained a full 10 per cent. Lodzia 
0.4 and Moller were down by 9 per 
cent.

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Must we all follow Porush? 


THIS WEEK has seen the launching of a major legislative 
assault on what has always been considered a prerequisite of 
sound, progressive medicine. Yet the doctors of Israel have been 
so preoccupied with their wage demands that they hardly found 
the time to address themselves to this clear and present danger 
to their profession. This id a great pity. 

The specific target for the attack is the Anatomy and 
Pathology Law, 1953, also known as the law on autopsies. That 
old measure made the production of a certificate signed by three 
authorized physicians a condition of performing an autopsy for 
the purpose of ascertaining the cause of death, or to use part of a 
dead body for the curative treatment of a live person. 

An earlier version of this same proviso was embodied in a 1944 
agreement between the director of the Hadassah Hospital and 
the chief rabbis of Eretz YIsrael and Jerusalem. 

It has, however, long been contended by the more orthodox 
among the Jewish community that the doctors were abusing 
their rights under the law. The doctors, It was claimed, were 
hacking up dead persons without any concern for the feelings of 
family members, and strictly for the enlightenment, if not the 
delectation, of medical students. 

Although not entirely baseless, the charges were wildly ex- 
aggerated. In any case, during the past three years the tumult 
over the Issue has virtually died down. This was due in some 
degree to a tightening of self-discipline by the doctors, but main- 
ly to new directives issued by the Ministry of Health. These 
directives provided that the consent of a close relation Bhould be 
secured before an autopsy was performed — except in cases of 
suspected foul play, and of transplants (where time is of the es- 
sence). 

The new bill, authored by Agudat YIsrael, mostly with the sup- 
port of the NRP, and introduced with the blessing of the govern- 
ment, does not seek to enact this dte facto situation Into law. On 
the contrary, it strives to overturn the existing legal regime in 
the matter of autopsies, and to force the medical profession into 
the most draconian (and, by the experts themselves, highly dis- 
puted) concepts of halacha. 

If amended, as now proposed, the law would require the con- 
sent of a close family member (a spouse, or in his or her absence 
the children, or in their absence the parents, or in their absence 
the siblings) for an ordinary autopsy. 

The deadliest aspect of the bill, however, Is the veto It concedes , 
to any close relative, however In truth remote, over an autopBy to 
which due consent has already been granted — even for the pur- 
pose of a transplant. This veto right, which need not be exercised 
for religious reasons, could spell the end of most operations on 
dead persons, except where a coroner orders an autopsy. 

That is why a number of NRP leaders have taken a dim view of 
the/bill, and why the NRP's David Glass wants it amended in the 
Knesset Law Committee, of which he Is the chairman. To pre- 
vent that from happening, the Aguda’s Rabbi Menahem Porush 
insists that the bill be assigned for the second reading to the 
Social Affglrs Committee, over which he. presides. 

Rabbi Porusti's best argument Is that the bill Is already a 
watered-down version of the sweeping pledges extracted by the 
Aguda from Mr. Begin in the original coalition agreement (and 
which, in turn, were based on the aborted 1995 autopsy bill) . But 
the argument loses some of its cogency when It' is accompanied 
i by pious Aguda suggestions to doctors to find the causes of 
deaths from textbooks, and to sick people to make do without 
transplants. 

Any- change in his bill. Rabbi Porush warned yesterday, would 
cause the Aguda to bolt the coalition, and thus topple the govern- 
ment. Perhaps even some coalition MKs will not find that too 
steep a price to pay for helping preserve and enhance human life 
through the instrumentality of modern medicine. And perhaps 
the doctors, when they find the time, will help the MKs see the 
light. 


Keeping Moscow on the hook 


IS THERE any point In the latest of the periodic reviews of the 
Helsinki agreement? The Russians, after all, got what they 
wanted five years ago .when the West gave formal recognition to 
the post-war settlement in East-Central Europe. And ever since 
they have been trying to wriggle out of their side of the bargain — 
the promise to maintain human rights and to subject their 
behaviour In this sphere to International scrutiny every few 
years. 

They know that the West Is not going to renounce the post-war 
frontiers which It had anyway recognized de facto long before, as 
proved by the non-response to a long series of Soviet challenges 
— the Berlin blockade (1948), the Berlin Wall (1961), the use of 
the Soviet armed forces to suppress opposition in Blast Berlin 
(1953), In Hungary (1956), and in Czechoslovakia (1968). 

The West, for its part, knew all along that Soviet recognition of 
human rights would remain a pure formality — honoured in 
words and In the breach but not in deeds. The Soviet political 
system is, after all, based on a fundamental denial of the concept 
of rights when such rights clash with state interest as defined by 
the Communist Party. 

And as if to drive home just this point, the Helsinki monitoring 
groups and civil rights activists in the USSR have been 
systematically harassed (Orlov, Schah&ransky and over 30 
others imprisoned, Sakharov exiled In Gorky, Ginzburg and 
Bukovsky expelled). Indeed, Ronald Reagan has hinted that as 
far as he is concerned, the sooner the U.S. washes its hands of the 
farce the better. 

This is an understandable but short-sighted position. The 
Helsinki Idea has become a symbol for the cause of human rights j 
throughout the world. The fact that the Soviet regime is so anx- : 
lous to bury the entire episode should give the West pause before 1 
it abandons it. j 

Only this week the Supreme Court in Warsaw made a ruling in 1 
favour of the independent trade union, Solidamosc, which 
throughout has received help and inspiration from human rights 
activists in Poland. 

And yesterday, one of the most remarkable of the Soviet dis- 
sidents, Andrei Amalrik, died in a road accident near Madrid. He 
certainly had thought it important enough to go to Spain to attend 
the proceedings. And those dozens of Soviet Jews who have now 
declared a hunger strike chose the opening day of Madrid to do 
so. The beacon lit at Helsinki should not be abandoned lightly.

REAGAN’S EAR 


Jewish leaders in the U.S. ara battling for influence, but 
WOLF' BLITZER, Post Washington correspondent, 
questions whether previous models of Jewish representa- 
tion in the White House are the most effective. 


QUIETLY, behind the scenes,- 
there's a battle of sorts brewing 
among president-elect Ronald 
Reagan's key Jewish supporters. 
At issue, according to several of 
them, Is the proper method for 
maintaining liaison between the 
White House and the Jewish com- 
munity during the Reagan ad- 
ministration. 

One school of thought wants 
Reagan to appoint a senior White 
House official who would be respon- 
sible for dealing with the Jewish 
community. This slot, basically, 
would be a continuation of the situa- 
tion in the Carter administration, 
where Edward Sanders and, later, 
Alfred Moses filled that role. 

Such an official, in the Carter 
model, articulates Jewish concerns 
during the administration's Inter- 
nal decision-making process and 
then defends those positions to his 
Jewish constituents. In the Carter 
administration; there were other of- 
ficials, with similar “ethnic" 
responsibilities, for the black and 
Spanish-speaking communities. 

Jack Stein, of New York, a 
former chairman of the Conference 
of Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations who was 
among Reagan’s top Jewish 
backers during the campaign, is 
said to be a candidate for such a job 
— if it should he retained. 

But a second and apparently 
more dominant school wants to do 
away with the entire “House Jew” 
position. “It's demeaning,” one 
member said. Insisting that the 
Jewish community has “grown up" 
in America to the paint where it 
does not require such special treat- 
ment in the White House: “There's 
no Catholic desk," he added. 


Evron, for example-, flew to Los 
Angeles for 24 hours immediately 
after the Reagan victory, it was for' 
a meeting with Cummings. 

But Cummings, who has 
developed a close, personal 
relationship with the former 
California governor over the years, 
Is reluctant to overextend his stan- 
ding on matters of Jewish concern. 
And that "distance," In the words 
of one of Cummings' critics, should 
make the J.ewlsh community 
cautious in relying solely on him for 
"Input.” 

Yet Cummings, at this stage, 
seems anxious to 'maintain his uni- 
que access to Reagan by keeping' 
the "Jewish portfolio" very close to 
his chest. 

According to reliable sources, 
Cummings is aiming to emulate the 
position of Detroit businessman 
Max Fisher during the Nixon and 
Ford administrations. Fisher was 
the "gatekeeper" for the Jewish 
community during those earlier 
years, even though he never took a 
formal staff position In the White 
House. 

Fisher, chairman of the board of 
governors of the Jewish Agency, 
was the address for arranging 
meetings with those earlier 
Republican presidents and other of- 
ficials. Cummings; apparently, . 
wants to Inherit that role, while 
remaining based In Los Angeles. 


AMONG THOSE wanting to do 
away with the formal staff position 
of Jewish "liaison” is Theodore E. 
Cummings, the septuagenarian Los 
-Angeles businessman who Is widely 
regarded as Reagan's closest and 
most influential Jewish friend and 
adviser. Everyone agrees that 
Cummings is a part of Reagan's 
cherished "inner circle." 

Cummings' special status with 
■Reagan has catapulted Mm Into 
limelight practically overnight. 
When Israeli Ambassador Ephraim 


THOSE WHO complain about Cum- 
mings’, "commitment," point out 
that he had originally pledged to 
make certain that the “Jewish 
desk" during the campaign would 
have a $500,000 budget In the end, It 
had less than $ 200 , 000 . 

Fisher, who became active in the 
Reagan campaign after his first 
choice, former President Gerald 
Ford, dropped out of contention, 
would naturally like to re-emerge 
as the key American Jewish leader 
during the Reagan administration. 
But the Detroit fund-raiser knows 
that he cannot compete far 
Reagan's ear with Cummings. 
Fisher, therefore, is willing to 
share the spotlight. 

In the waning days of the cam- 
paign, Cummings and some other 
Republican Jewish activists 
successfully combined to weaken 
Albert Spiegel’s standing. Spiegel,

THE VICTORY OF SUPERSTITION OVER HALACHA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — If a majority of the 
members of the Knesset see fit to 
reform the Anatomy and Pathology 
Law with a view to strengthening 
the powers of relatives vis-d-vis the 
corpse of the deceased, .that is 
presumably their democratic 
privilege. 

But if this Is done in the name of 
Halacha, then this is a gross distor- 
tion of the truth. 


No relative, however close or con- 
cerned, has any 'greater standing 
than any other member of society 
in Judaism with regard to the 
respect due to the dead. 


This principle Is exclusively 
determined by the overriding needs 
of society. The Talmud, according- 
ly, permits the exhumation of a cor- 
pse to determine the assignment of 
property In a monetary dispute 
(Bava Bathra 154 b) and regards It 
as self-evident that It is a religious 
duty to dissect a corpse to save the 
life of another person (HulUn Ub). 

. The Hadassah Medical School 
was established with the blessings 
of Chief Rabbis Uziel, Herzog and 


Frank, who Laid down the Hal&chlc 
principles governing autopsies. 
They gave no standing to relatives, 
hut insisted that every care he 
taken to ensure that autopsies were 
conducted with due reverence and 
only where there was a clear 
medical need, as in transplants, 
overcoming disease, etc., to cater 
for the needs of the living. Indeed 
any other autopsy performed for 
the pleasure of the pathologist 
seems to be the product of a dlseaa- 
_ ed imagination and is so obvious a 
violation of human and medical 
decency that it has no place in any 
hospital of whatever creed or faith. 

The superstitious reverence of a 
dead body. Its "ownership" by 
relatives or the person himself, Is 
quite alien to Judaism. For that 
reason Judaism prohibits self- 
mutilation, suicide and any action 
endangering one's own person. Any 
steps that would result In the non- 
performance of an autopsy re- 
quired in the Interests of pubUc 
health would constitute a clear 
violation of one of the most sacred 
principles of Judaism — the sancti- 
ty not of the corpse, but of human 
life. 


A more positive and authentic 
Halachic attitude to the problem by 
the rabbinate would call for the 
selection of outstanding yeahlva 
scholars to take up medicine, or at 
least train as medical orderllea, 
subsidised by religious foundations. 
They would be required to Involve 
themselves, as part of their hospital 
duties, with the genuine religious 
and emotional problems raised by 
autopsies, helping to ensure they 
are carried out with reverence as a 
sacred task and that the burial 
proprieties are scrupulously 
carried out afterwards, persuading 
relatives where necessary of their 
lifesaving function. In this way a 
new atmosphere of trust and 
cooperation between the medical 
profession and those circles 
genuinely shocked by the slightest 
tampering with the bodies of their 
loved ones, would be created. It 
would replace the suspicion and Ig- 
norant fanaticism being sedulously 
fostered at present, which Is un- 
worthy of the magnificent human 
heritage of Judaism that we all 
share. <

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SOME OTHER key Jews In the 
Reagan camp, Including New York 
lawyer Maxwell M. Rabb, a former 
secretary to the Eisenho’wer 
cabinet, and New York real-estate 
developer George Klein, favour a 
more Informal ad hoc committee of 
Jewish advisers to serve Reagan 
from outside the administration, 

Among those who would be ex- 
pected to sit on such a committee 
are Cummings, Fisher, Spiegel, 
Rabb, Klein, Stein, Gordon, Z&cka 
of Columbus, Ohio (who has a par- 
ticularly 'close relationship, with 
vice president-elect George Bush), 
Norman Brum an, of Florida, and 
Sylvia Hassenseld, of Rhode Island, ■ 

Assisting them could be a low- or 
mid-level White House staffer who 
would co-ordinate “technical” 
arrangements for scheduling 
meetings or getting out letters — 
along the lines of David Llssy’a re- 
lationship with Fisher during the. 
Ford administration. 

But clearly, Cummings will re- 
xdaln the dominant figure, given his 
personal ties to Reagan. He wants 
to call the shots, as far As the 
Jewish community 1s concerned. 
And he Is likely to get what he . 
wants. 

That is because much of the 
organized American Jewish 
leadership, as represented by the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations 
and other "Establishment” groups, 
has limited clout with the Reagan 
people. 

They are now belatedly, trying to 
forge new ties. But so many of their 
leaders are well-known liberal 
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Democrats who simply do not know 
the incoming conservative 
'Republicans. 


FROM THE Jewish community’s 
print of view (as well as from 
Israel's), the best of all possible 
worlds would find many of 
Reagan's key foreign-policy aides 
at the State Department, the 
National Security Council, the Pen- 
tagon and ’ elsewhere in the U.S. 
government arriving at their new 
assignments with a sensitivity to 
Jewish concerns, particularly aa 
they relate to Israel. 

If the Reagan foreign-policy team 
is staffed with some solid “pro- 
Israel" professionals, there would 
be no need for a special White 
House liaison to the Jewish com- 
munity. 

These people, familiar with all 
the codewords of Arab-Israeli 
diplomacy and the specific needs 
and fears of Israel, would recognize 
the dangers and pitfalls during the 
declslon-maklng process, before 
final positions are set In concrete. 

The ad hoc group of outside ad- 
visers, while personally all com- 
mitted to Israel, consists of wealthy 
businessmen whose expertise on 
the nuances of Middle East 
diplomacy is, by, their own admis- 
sion, clearly lacking. Cummings, 
for instance, must recognise that 
his knowledge of U.S. policy in the 
Middle East Is limited. 

In the end, placing some senior 
professional people in the Reagan 
administration with a good un- 
derstanding of, and sensitivity to, 
Israeli concerns would also be In 
Reagan’s own best Interest. The 
president-elect would not have to 
fear that some controversial 
derisions might arouse the wrath of 
the organized American Jewish 
community overnight. 

Thus, the president would be 
protected from some unpleasant 
surprises, which his more 
"evenhanded" State Department 
career bureaucrats might have in 
store for him. 
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
